To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Thornton  Cleveleys  Urban  District  Council. 


Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1963. 

The  Statistics  show  the  Birth  Rate  to  have  heen  ra¬ 
ther  higher  and  the  Death  Rate  rather  lower  than  the  fig¬ 
ures  for  1962.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  up  on  that  for 
last  year,  hut  still  remains  next  to  the  lowest  in  the  past 
six  yearso  The  Maternal  Mortality  rate,  one  is  glad  to  re¬ 
port,  was  Nil. 

Notified  Infectious  Diseases  remained  low,  121  cases 
in  all,  of  which  94  were  Measles  and  18  Chicken  Pox. 

I  am  aware  that  in  the  last  two  reports  I  have  drawn 
attention  to  the  deaths  from  Lung  Cancer.  I  make  no  excuse 
for  doing  so  again.  Nine  deaths  in  the  Urban  District  were 
attributed  to  this  cause  in  1962,  but  in  1963  this  rose  to 
fifteen,  eleven  being  men.  This  is  almost  a  70$  increase. 
Publicity  should  have  made  people  aware  of  a  ma^or  cause  of 
this  grave  condition,  but  more  attention  to  it  would  be  a 
wise  move  on  the  part  of  many  people. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  Mr.  Barnes  and  the  Staff 
of  the  Health  Department  for  assistance  at  all  times,  and  to 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
interest  and  support.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL 
CHARACTER  OP  THE  DISTRICT. 


By  the  Lancashire (Central  and  Western  Areas)Review 
Order,  1934>  a  part  of  the  Township  of  Carleton,  containing 
354  acres,  was  added  to  the  Urban  District  on  the  1st  April, 
1934.  The  district  is  hounded  on  the  West  hy  the  Irish  Sea; 
on  the  East  hy  the  River  Wyre;  on  the  North  hy  the  Borough 
of  Fleetwood  and  on  the  South  hy  the  County  Borough  of 
Blackpool,, 


GEOLOGY. 

The  general  sub-soil  of  the  district  is  clay  which 
is  overlaid  with  a  thick  layer  of  alluvial  deposit  (blue 
silt) , varying  in  thickness  from  four  to  eight  feet.  On  top 
of  this  is  a  thin  layer  (about  four  inches)  of  peaty  matter. 
This  was  found  in  considerable  thickness  in  Butts  Road, 

(North  Ward) and  also  in  Fleetwood  Road  (East  Ward)Q  On  top 
of  this  again  is  a  layer  of  sandy  soil  or  a  mixture  of  soil 
and  clay,  varying  in  thickness  from  two  and  a  half  feet  to 
four  feeto  The  surface  covering  is  about  six  inches  in  thick¬ 
ness.  From  above  downward  we  gets  (l)  surface  covering,  (2) 
mixture  of  soil  and  clay  or  sandy  soil,  (3)  peat,  (4)  silt, 
(5)  boulder  clay. 


CLIMATE. 

The  prevailing  wind  is  a  westerly  sea  breeze  and 
together  with  the  usually  mild  winters,  produces  a  temper¬ 
ate  and  very  bracing  climate. 


AREA  AND  DETAILS  OF  POPULATION. 

As  previously  mentioned,  the  area  of  Thornton 
Cleveleys  was  increased  by  the  inclusion  of  a  part  of  the 
Parish  of  Carleton,  on  the  1st  April,  1934»  the  total  area 
now  being  given  as  3 >355  acres. 

The  average  number  of  persons  per  acre  is  6. 3

Eastern  boundary  is  the  Western  boundaries  of 
North  and  East  Wards,,  The  Southern  boundary  is  the  Borough 
of  Blackpool,,  It  is  flat  in  character  and  contains  a  large 
residential  area  and  also  many  hotels  and  boarding  houses,,

EAST  WARD  -  This  is  the  agricultural  area  of  the  district 

and  also  includes  part  of  the  added  areac  Its

Borough  of  Fleetwood;  on  the  West  by  the  sea 
front;  on  the  East  by  the  Western  boundary  of  North  Ward  and 
on  the  South  by  the  Northern  boundary  of  South  Ward„  This 
Ward  also  is  residential  but  contains  many  boarding  houses 
and  private  hotels0 

The  number  of  houses  in  West  Ward  is  2,239° 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS »  INDUSTRIES,  ETC,, 

During  the  last  few  years,  the  Cleveleys  portion  of 
the  district  has  rapidly  developed  as  a  seaside  holiday  re¬ 
sort  and  with  the  additional  amenities  now  provided,  together 
with  the  activities  of  private  builders,  the  district  as  a 
whole  has  greatly  benefited,. 

The  largest  employers  of  labour  within  the  district 
are  the  Imperial  Chemical  Industries,  Ltdo ,  who  have  large 
chemical  and  plastic  Works  on  the  Northern  boundary,,  There  is 
still  a  large  portion  of  the  district  devoted  to  agriculture® 
Many  people  afe  employed  at  the  Offices  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  Pensions  and  National  Insurance  which  are  situated  in 
our  area*

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE

the  Sanitary  and  Cleansing  Department  for  the  year  1 96.3® 

The  district  continues  to  develop  and  expand  and  this  expau 
ion  appears  likely  to  continue  for  some  considerable  time* 
sanitary  and  cleansing  matters  are  constantly  under  review  with  a 
view  to  improvement  of  conditions  and  the  giving  of  a  better 
service  to  our  community.. 

The  work  cf  the  department  is  continually  growing;  the 
problems  are  becoming  more  complex  and  the  public  in  a  resident'" 
ial  and  seaside  area  such  as  ours*  expects  a  very  high  standard  or 
service  from  the  local  authority.  The  Council  had  under  review  at 
the  end  of  the  ye ar,  the  staffing  problems  of  the  department  and. 
it  was  intended  to  appoint  another  Inspector* 

During  the  year,  all  houses  which  had  been  the  subject  of 
representations,  were  demolished  with  the  exception  of  the  Rither- 
ham  Cottages”  area.  Representations  were  mad©  to  the  Council  in 
respect  of  one  small  Clearance  Area  and  one  Individual  house,  ine 
Council  were  discussing  with  the  owners  of  several  houses  in  one 
area  the  question  of  improving  the  houses  by  means  or  grant  aid 
and  it  is  expected  that  the  necessary  work  will  be  carried  ou^. 

The  work  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  was  maintained 
at  a  reasonable  standard,  a  regular  weekly  collection  of  I 

from  all  premises  being  carried  out.  During  the  summer  month®,  ® 
bi-weekly  collection  was  carried  out  at  certain  hotels,  shops  ana 
other  premises.  All  the  refuse  was  deposited  cn  the  Council  s  tip 
adjacent  to  the  River  Wy re  and  it  is  now  possible  to  see  the  typ 
of  development  envisaged  on  the  site.  A  large  portion  of  the  area 
was  grass-seeded  and  can  now  be  used  by  the  Council  for  any 
suitable  purpose. 

I  wish  to  record  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  all  members  of  the  Council, 
for  their  ever-ready  help  and  co-operation  in  all  matters 
concerning  the  welfare  of  the  district. 

I  especially  thank  the  members  of  my  staff  and  workmen 
for  their  helpful  and  loyal  co-operation  during  the  year.

CONVERSIONS  DURING-  YEAR. 

There  were  two  conversions  during  the  year,  from  pail 
csets  to  fresh  water  closets.  The  sewers  need  to  he  extended 
before  it  is  possible  for  further  conversions  to  take  place. 

One  farm  dwelling  which  had  a  pail  closet  was  demolished  during 
the  year.  There  are  twelve  houses  without  modern  sanitary 
accommodation  and  these  are  mostly  farms  or  outlying  cottages 
and  to  which  no  sewers  are  yet  available.  There  is  still  one 
privy  midden  which  has  not  been  converted  to  a  pail  closet. 

DRAINAGE. 


There  are  some  premises  in  the  district  which  are  not 
connected  to  the  Council’s  sewers,  but  which  have  septic  tanks 
and  filters,  some  of  which  discharge  to  adjacent  watercourses. 
Some  of  these  are  not  satisfactory  but  are  mostly  in  districts 
where  no  sewers  are  available.

The  department  has  no  spare  vehicle  available  and  it  was 
necessary  on  several  occasions  to  hire  a.  vehicle  to  do  special 
work*  In  the  event  of  breakdowns  or  major  repairs,  it  is  net 
possible  to  immediately  transfer  the  paper  collecting  vehicle  to 
refuse  collection  and  this  does  cause  some  delay 0 

The  system  of  dustless  loading  and  the  paper  sack  system 
01  refuse  storage  and  collection,  has  received  consideration. 
Improvements  in  regard  to  refuse  collection  are  constantly 
under  review  by  the  Health  Committee* 

Throughout  the  year  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse  and 
salvage  from  all  premises  in  the  district,  was  maintained.  It 
was  founo.  necessary  to  implement  the  number  of  employees 
engaged^ on  this  work  from  time  to  time  to  keep  up  this  standard, 
but  it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  recruit  suitable 
employees  for  this  type  of  work.

DISPOSAL  OP  REFUSE, 


All  the  refuse  collected  was  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping  methods  on  land  owned  Tby  the  Council  at  the  River  Wyre 
foreshore.  The  Council  purchased  additional  land  adjacent  to 
the  site  for  refuse  disposal  purposes  and  this  is  now  being 
used.  The  area  of  land  reclaimed  can  be  made  suitable  for 
recreational  purposes  as  the  Council  wish  to  decide.  'Little 
trouble  was  experienced  with  the  embankment  and  the  costs 
involved  in  the  maintenance  were  very  low. 


Due  to  the  lightness  and  bulky  nature  of  the  refuse,  it 
was  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  dispose  of  it  by  man- 
power  alone.  During  the  year  a  Fiat  tractor  was  purchased  and 
is  now  engaged  on  this  work.  This  tractor  has  been  a  useful 
acquisition  to  the  department  and  has  enabled  the  work  to  be 
carried  out  more  efficiently  and  expeditiously. 


It  is  most  important  that  more  suitable  land  should  be 
acquired  for  the  purposes  of  refuse  disposal  as  the  amount  of 
land  under  the  control  of  the  Council  is  limited.
